MOTHER FOUNDRESS OF THE FRANCISCAN SISTERS OF THE ATONEMENT

January 2nd, 1917: 

We are very busy folding and sending out thousands 
of Church Unity Octave circulars and letters to this 
country, Canada and abroad. Now that the Octave is 
extended to the universal Church and indulgenced by 
the Papal Brief, it will, we believe, be more generally 
observed. 

Father received word from the Editor of the Ameri- 
can Catholic (Anglican) that he and his wife are under 
instruction and expect soon to be received. He asked 
Father’s advice regarding the disposal of his magazine, 
mentioning three possible procedures. Father’s thought 
is that it would be well to continue the paper as a 
Catholic periodical on Church Unity lines, offering to 
help it financially through the Union-That-Nothing-Be- 
Lost, as he has done in the case of a fine Catholic 
paper, The Antidote. The latter, however, was never 
a Protestant organ. 


January 4th; 

Today I learned of the death, on January 2nd, of 
the Episcopal clergyman who, with Miss Elliot and 
her sister, are named as the plaintiffs in the Graymoor 
property suit. He it was who blocked any attempt at 
settlement by arbitration. What effect, if any, his 
death may have I do not know. May God rest his 
soul! I am sure he thought he was right. Did not 
Qur Lord say to His Disciples that the day would 
come when “‘they who kill you will think that they do 

’s service.” 





January 16th: 
Today is Father’s birthday. He is fifty-four years 


old. We had pink and white narcisses on the Altar, 
which flowers Father took up after Mass for his own 
chapel. The boys are to have a Gaudeamus, I believe, 
this evening. 

A letter from a very dear friend today warns us to 
beware of the Feast Day Devil; to fear him, for he 
especially hates our great Church Unity Octave and 
tries to punish us for furthering its observance. We 
are happy however, as the Octave promises to be very 
widely observed this year. The Papal Brief with its 
Plenary Indulgence has of course given great impetus 
to it. I often think if the Society of the Atonement 
had never done another thing, this alone is a great 
work of God, so far-reaching in its effects as to baffle 
our weighing its influence either now or in the days 
to come. “Ut Omnes Unum Sint.” 


January 21st: 

Today, the Sunday in the Octave of Church Unity, 
we are having the great happiness and privilege of 
Exposition of the Blessed Sacrament in our Chapel, 
from Benediction last evening at seven o’clock until 
Benediction this evening at the same hour. So all last 
night the Sisters, two by two, kept the watch, which 
of course continues today until seven P. M. May our 
Divine Lord hear the countless prayers that will ascend 
to Him during this great Octave for the Peace and 
Unity of the Church. 


February Sth: 

After breakfast this morning a Missionary Father 
gave us a delightful talk about his work. The poor 
priest has gotten but little help. Of course, like a great 
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many other missionaries, he has come to Father for 
help and, equally of course, Father is going to bend 
every effort to assist. This morning he said to me 
suddenly as his face lighted up with relief, ‘Father 
Paul is our friend, ah, he is a holy man; so mortified. 
I believe he is a saint!” O, the number of good people 
that have called Father that! 


February 9th: 

This morning Father H. at Mass told the Sisters to 
pray for Cardinal Falconio who has had a stroke of 
paralysis and may indeed be dead by now. We were 
greatly shocked at this news, and all received Holy 
Communion for the Cardinal’s intention. God raised 
him up to be the instrument seven years ago of the 
Society’s first step toward Corporate Unity with the 
Holy See, and he has ever been a good and devoted 
friend of our Institute. 

This afternoon news came that Cardinal Falconio 
is dead. Eternal rest grant unto him, O Lord! 


April 7th—Holy Saturday: 

I learned today that on Good Friday morning at 
three A. M. after an all night session, Congress de- 
clared war with Germany. So we are in for it, and 
partakers of this world-madness. God help us! 


April 16th: 

I said a little prayer for Cardinal Merry del Val, 
as today is his name day. At Christmas I received 
from him a little greeting in his own handwriting, 
and a holy card. 

The building work at the Hostel is progressing 
much faster since I told the builder that I wished the 
work completed by July 1st. I doubt if it will be, but 
I wanted to give the carpenters something to aspire to! 


April 29th: 

Father preached a beautiful sermon this morning 
which had for its theme: “But a little while.” He 
told us that our realization of the portent of these 
words—a little while we have to persevere—a little 
while to resist temptation—should strengthen the will 
and give new courage to the heart to endure. The 


pleasures of this world are but a season, “but for a 
little while,” but the joys of Eternity last forever. 
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The First Mission Center established by our Sisters at 
Hereford, Texas, in 1917. 


May 27th:

August 27th:

The Sisters had bid the four mis 
sionaries good-bye last evening at the 
end of the Community Hour, so as not 
to break the Great Silence this morning. 
After breakfast all went into choir while 
the “Four” knelt at the altar rail fo 
Father’s last blessing; first he blesses 
their Union - That - Nothing - Be - Lost 
medals. Next he blessed each ole 
separately and prayed for them all a salt 
journey. Just before he blessed them, 
the Veni Creator had been recited; ou 
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Atonement prayer, 
“OQ God, Who hast 
prepared for them 
that love Thee,” 
etc., and the Union- 
That - Nothing-Be- 
Lost prayer with 
outstretched arms. 
Then Father called 
the Superior into 
the Sacristy and 
gave or rather lent 
her the precious 
relic of the Five 
Proto - Martyrs. 
This is to be re- 
turned to him some 
day. He told them 
later to have, above 
all else, a great 
confidence in our 
devotion to God the 
Holy Ghost. After 
the Blessing the 
other Sisters re- 
tumed to their 
work and the Missionaries with two other companions 
who were accompanying them to New York, Reverend 
Father and myself, stepped into the front cloister, and 
then the six got into the automobile at the front door, 
and it started off with its precious freight. We were 
much edified by their cheerful faces and their sweet 
dignity and self-control, though I know the tears were 
not far off. After Terce, we said in Choir the Itinerary 
for them. May they indeed “proceed prosperously in 
the name of the Lord.” 


September 15th: 

As arranged, Mrs. M. arrived with her companion in 
their car. It was in the evening and cold and dark, 
and she, poor thing, had just lost her husband two 
weeks ago. I have given the most of my time to Mrs. 
M. She is a dear woman, unselfish and courageous. 
About one o’clock there arrived, as arranged, a large 
car or one of those “Seeing New York” affairs, with 
over twenty ladies in it, most of them the good Ro- 
sarians who had been here lately. Dinner was ready 
for them in the New Building and they certainly en- 
joyed it and the walk up the mountain. They said the 
Rosary in the Friary Church and their afternoon ended 
with Benediction in the Convent Chapel at 4:30.

“Ut Omnes Unum Sint” | 


(That all may be One, as Thou, Father, in Me, and I in Thee) | 





In the April issue of Eastern Churches Quarterly 
published in England under Catholic auspices, a writer 
whose name is not given, makes a happy suggestion 
in an article anent the Church Unity Octave which we 
hope will meet with ready and widespread acceptance 
among our Catholic faithful: 


The article follows: 


“How can the Church Unity Octave continue to be 
effective ? 


“For eight days ardent prayers have once again 
ascended to heaven from millions of Christian hearts, 
their intention being identical with that of our Re- 
deemer as He went to His death: ‘may they all... 
be one, as Thou, Father, in Me, and I in Thee’ (St. 
John xvii, 21). He whose Christian conscience has 
been aroused by the impelling power of Christ’s great 
demand will feel obliged to continue praying for this 
grand intention still after the Octave is ended. But 
it is not only the individual who should continue this 
prayer—Christian communities also should frequently 
repeat the last prayer of our Lord with His disciples, 
imploring God to bring about the unity of His mystical 
body. 

“Perhaps the following suggestions will be wel- 
comed by those who have this reunion at heart. 

“Tt was on a Thursday that Christ, our High Priest, 
offered up His prayer for unity. This is the day when 
special devotions are held in many churches in honor 
of the Most Blessed Sacrament, being, indeed, the day 
when it was first given to us. Since the faithful to 
some extent lack interest and understanding for these 
Eucharistic devotions, would it not be better to offer 
them up with the intention that mankind be reunited 
in the faith, dedicating, in fact, each Thursday of the 
year to this great intention? 

“The Most Holy Sacrament of the Altar is, es- 
sentially, the ‘Sacrament of Unity.’ 

“At the Secret Prayers in the Mass of the Most 
Holy Sacrament, the Church prays: ‘We beseech 
Thee, O Lord, graciously to grant Thy Church the 
gifts of unity and peace, which are mysteriously ex- 
pressed in this sacrificial oblation.’ Already in early 
Christian times, the Church Fathers indicated that in 
their origin the Eucharistic appearances are a symbol 
of unity. Bread, produced from many grains, and 
wine, the product of many grapes, become one food 
and one drink. And how much more does the partak- 
ing of the consecrated Eucharistic appearances in the 
holy feast of fellowship ‘symbolize the union of the 
faithful in the Lord’ (Postcommunion in the Mass: 
to end a schism). Furthermore (at the same place), 


this Eucharistic union has the power ‘to bring about 
unity within the Church’; for the participation in the 
body and blood of the Lord ‘builds up the mysterious 


edifice, of which Christ is the Head and we are the 
members.’ ‘For we, being many, are one bread, on 
body, all that partake of one bread and of one chalice’ 
(Communion) says the Church with St. Paul (I Cor. x 
17). ‘Our souls being satisfied through the reception 
of the Easter Sacraments, we are infused with the 
spirit of love, becoming one in spirit’ (Postcommunio 
on Easter Sunday). 

“Thus the Most Holy Eucharist is in truth the 
‘sacrament of unity,’ and there is verily a deep inner 
reason for the suggestion that Thursday, the day when 
this sacrament was first given to us, should be dedi. 
cated to the idea of the reunion of all in the faith. | 
is to be hoped that this idea will be particularly wel- 
comed by religious orders, seminaries and other 
Church communities whose endeavor is to form their 
lives on a Eucharistic-liturgicai basis. The ‘Holy 
Hour,’ observed by many Christians on Thursdays to 
commemorate the redeeming inner sufferings of our 
Lord upon the Mount of Olives, could well be con- 
ducted in this intention. There can be no doubt that 
Christ’s prescience of future schisms in His mystical 
body added much to His spiritual sufferings 

“After all, we are deeply aware of this great plea 
for reunion at every Eucharistic celebration. We pray, 
indeed, for peace and unity before Holy Communion 
at each Holy Mass, this being the same entreaty that 
ascended from millions of souls during the Church 
Unity Octave. We therefore consider that the preced- 
ing plea for peace (Pax Domini sit semper vobiscum) 
embraces all Christendom, and at the beginning of the 
Canon we pray daily with particular fervor: ‘... quam 
... adunare ... digneris (vouchsafe to unite—Thy 
Church—throughout the world’). 

“We also read in the Liturgy of the Eastem 
Churches often: ‘let us pray for peace throughout the 
whole world, for the welfare of all holy Churches of 
God, and for the union of all.’ 

“Thus the Eucharistic and liturgical movement of 
our times will grow into a great endeavor for reunion, 
and the irresistible power which emanates from the 
heart of the Redeemer in the Most Holy Sacrament 
draws all things to itself and leads to final unity.”

answered this question 271, 
or two thirds, said no. De- 
spite the fact that the West 
Point students are presumed 
to be intellectually and 
morally superior to the aver- 
age group of men in the 
nation.

This is no mere verbiage,

have their foundation in tragic fact, due to our com- 
mon failure to recognize what Maritain called ‘the 
supremacy of the spiritual.’ There is no denying that 
the world of men has been looking until now for politi- 
cal deliverance from a very apocalypse of woes that 
will yield finally and only to healing from within as by 
men’s inherent spiritual ‘power to become the sons of 
’ and their determined will ‘to do justice, love 
mercy, and walk humbly before God.’ 
“The power and glory of God’s grace in us has 
lever yet been exhausted; nor have we ever learned, 


would be found in any other 
group of 400 people.” 

These are truly alarming 
sentences hurled in the face of movements intended to 
sustain religion among the youth of the land, and also 
those who give expression to an “implicit” faith in the 
good sense and Christian ideals of the younger 
generation.

The Church and the Totalitarian State

In the dialectic of practical thought a new social and 
political philosophy has emerged in our day. In op- 
position to the old Liberalism has appeared Totali- 
tarianism. That is to say, the supremacy of the State 
is asserted against the autonomy of the individual. 

Monstrous as the new conception is in its suppres- 
sion of personal liberty and even blasphemous in its 
subjection of religious and spiritual values to secular 
and material ends, it does at least emphasize an im- 
portant social truth which has been disastrously neg- 
lected. It does stress the, fact that man is by nature 
a member of society, and that neither politically, nor 
socially, nor religiously can he realize his full poten- 
tialities in isolation from his fellows. 

And that is a point which, in the religious sphere 
especially, called for attention in face of the indi- 
vidualism fostered by Protestantism. For the Protes- 
tant theory of an invisible church, consisting of souls 
severally united to Christ without visible bond of 
communion, has issued in a chaos which is a greater 
scandal to the Christian Name than any accidental 
abuse which may have attached to an undivided 
Christendom. 

Now, it was to counteract that Protestant principle 
of dispersion, the definition was made which still 
lingers in our catechisms. It was a definition de- 
manded by the exigencies of the time; a definition 
which pointed the external and juridical aspect of the 
Church, but which missed its very essence. 

The Church is, indeed, the congregation of the 
Faithful, professing the same beliefs, partaking of the 
same sacraments and governed by its legitimate pastors 
under one visible head. But it is something more. 
For the Church has not only an external structure: it 
has an internal organization. It is not only a union, 
but a communion—more like a living organism, there- 
fore, than a mere society, conventional or natural. Ac- 
cording to St. Paul’s expression, it is not only a body 
but the “Body of Christ.” 

When a thing is unique—when it cannot be classi- 
fied—it can be explained only by analogy. And the 
analogy the Apostle habitually uses is that of a body 
of which Christ is the Head, and the Baptized are the 
members. So far from regarding the Church as the 
sum of individual believers, or as a federation of local 
communities, the inter-relation of the members he 
contemplates is so close and vital, that it is only by 
incorporation in the Church that an individual can be 
incorporated with Christ; even as the hand or the foot, 
or the eye or the ear, are united to the head through 
being parts of the same living body. The two, in fact, 
are not distinct: Christ is the Church, and the Church 
is Christ. The Church, as it has been expressed, is 
Christ continued in space and time, and communicated 
to men. 


THE Mysticat Bopy oF CuHrist 


Therein consists the “mystery of the Gospel;” , 
mystery, as the Apostle says, “hidden from ages ani 
generations but now manifested to the Saints,” jus 
as Christ had a Human Nature perceptible to “fles; 
and blood,” while His Divine Nature was impercepti. 
ble save by those to whom the Father “revealed” it: 
so the outward organization of the Church is visible 
even to the unbeliever, while its inward divine life js 
known only to those who have supernatural flesh. Ani 
for that reason we call the Church the ‘Mystical’ 
Body of Christ; it being a reality partly seen ani 
partly unseen—something of the nature of a “sacrz 
ment” or “mystery.” 

But the thing to be remembered is, that the Mystical 
Body is a reality and not merely a symbol—even a; 
the Incarnation itself is a reality. And as in the In 
carnation the Human Nature was united to the Divine 
Nature by the operation of the Holy Ghost; so by the 
indwelling of the same Holy Ghost the multitude oj 
the Baptized are united to Christ not only individually 
but corporately, so as to constitute with Him a unique 
Supernatural Organism—‘“‘One Body,” as the Apostle 
has it, and “One Spirit.” 

The Church, consequently, is not the association of 
believers, each united to Christ separately, but co 
operating in the harmony of Christian Charity. It is 
not even the communion of’ souls sharing in the same 
supernatural grace. It is all that, it is true. But union 
in charity and union in grace are only the result of 2 
deeper unity effected by the abiding presence of a 
Divine Person. And that permanent relation to 2 
Divine Person constitutes between the Baptized a bond 
so real and stable that, if it falls short of the substan- 
tial union of the human soul and body, it has many of 
the characteristics which we associate only with 2 
personality. 

There is a continuity of consciousness, a faithful. 
ness of memory, a sense of moral obligation such 4 
we never find in a mere institution. If the Church has 
preserved the Deposit of the Faith, inviolate; if, 0 
spite of the persecutions of governments and the aber 
rations of secular morality, it has not compromised 4 
single precept, or counsel, or prescription of holiness; 
if, at a thousand critical junctures, it has kept its bal- 
ance where it might have swerved or succumbed; how 
are we to account for this phenomenal consistency‘ 
Not by organization; for organization is only an effect 
and not a cause. Not by any process of fossilization, 
whereby things may endure but cannot grow. Not by 
racial or cultural exclusiveness; for the Church hes 
subsisted among peoples, and in ages the most diverse. 
Not by any abnormal principles of human loyalty 
elsewhere inoperative. But by some _ supernatut 
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Spirit of Truth and Sanctity such as that which works 
in the martyr and the saint. 


Asso.tute State Cannot ACCEPT AN 
ABSOLUTE CHRIST 


And precisely because the Church has the personal 
attributes of a martyr and a saint, it provokes the same 
kind of opposition. You can analyze a mere system 
“without remainder,” as it is expressed; you can deal 
with it rationally; you can dislike it and calmly get 
rid of it. But it does not baffle you, it does not cast 
you into a rage. You do not lie about it, you do not 
pursue it with vindictiveness, nor try to annihilate it 
from sheer prejudice. Yet, though the Church is the 
most familiar thing on earth, though each generation 
finds it already existing as it finds the world itself al- 
ready existing, it is always treated as something 
strange and mysterious, something towards which 
people find it hard to be indifferent, something which 
they must either love or hate.. 

And hence the peculiar animosity of every Chris- 
tian persecution from the days when Saul rode out to 
Damascus “breathing threatenings and slaughter” 
down to the modern dictator. For a government can 
leave a state church or a sect to the natural process of 
dissolution which attends all things human. But with 
the Church of Christ it can act only as it did towards 
Christ Himself: if it does not accept Him, it must 
crucify Him. 

And that, actually, is the attitude of Totalitarian- 
im. Call it what you will—Communism, Nazism, 
Fascism—the ideology is fundamentally the same: the 
Absolute State which can tolerate anything but an 
Absolute Christ. And so we have the persecution 
more or less pronounced as the philosophy of Totali- 
tarianism is able to declare itself: in the wholesale 
extermination of Russia, in the slow stranglehold of 
Germany, in the grudging and unstable compromise of 
Italy. That a certain amount of economic prosperity 
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has been achieved by even the worst of them is only 
to be expected, for nothing human is an unmixed evil. 
But there is no mistaking the spirit of Anti-Christ 


inherent in the very nature of the systems. A system 
which exalts the race, or the nation, or the class at 
the expense of other races, or nations, or classes, has 
nothing in common with a Church whose mission it 
is “to gather the scattered children of God into a 
one-ness.” A system which tyrannizes over the 
rational liberty of the individual and the family, and 
proscribes all education in history, or science, or 
philosophy except what subserves its own cultural 
ambitions, cannot tolerate the Truth which makes men 
free. 

Yet that is the plain truth about the Totalitarian 
State as manifested in its metaphysical creeds, and it 
is time for Catholics to wake up to it. We hear of the 
confiscation of ecclesiastical property, of outrages in- 
flicted on bishops and priests, of the suppression of 
religious associations and functions, and we deplore 
the injustice of it. But we are not alive to the enor- 
mity of the sacrilege; it does not come home to us 
that to persecute the Church is to persecute the Christ 
Who is identified with it; it does not strike us with 
horror that the same spirit of wickedness which cruci- 
fied the Physical Body is now crucifying the Mystical 
Body. For there are not two Christs: there is only One 
Christ, Who was born, suffered, and died; Who is 
glorified in Heaven; but Who still exists on earth in 
the Organism through which His Redeeming grace is 
communicated to us. 

Still, there is an awakening of consciences. In pro- 
portion as the denominations have lapsed into secular- 
ism, and the Church is left alone to confront the new 
Caesarism, there is a growing sense of its Divine char- 
acter. There is a summoning up of energy throughout 
the whole Mystical Body; a sympathy of member with 
member; a realization that the welfare of each is 
involved in the welfare of all; an increased feeling 
of solidarity and of the one-ness of all “in Christ.”

Much interest and discussion has been aroused in 
Catholic circles by an article appearing in a recent 
issue of The Commonweal from the pen of Rev. Gerald 
Ellard on the possibility that ‘evening Mass” may be- 
come a reality in the not-distant future. Father Ellard 
says that “one of the ‘most happy portents’ flowing 
from the unique triduum of Masses celebrated day and 
night without cessation at Lourdes (and at the Lourdes 
Shrine in Santiago, Chile, and with a significant addi- 
tional privilege in the Archdiocese of Milan) in April, 
1935, is the impetus thereby imparted to a previously 
existing but half-articulate desire for the restoration of 
afternoon and evening Mass, as a pastoral necessity 
of modern life.” 

Father Ellard cites the occasions in the Roman Rite 
when Midnight Mass can be celebrated, but stresses 
that “afternoon or evening Mass as a matter of regular 
church-life” is, of course, non-existent. He adds that 
“late afternoon or evening Masses, even nocturnal 
Mass, have often seemed to pastors trying to adapt 
their ministry to the needs of our age as an ideal solu- 
tion of many modern problems.” 

Referring to the movement known as Missa 
Dominicalis, inaugurated for the purpose of gathering 
data, studying it and suggesting to the Holy See the 
possibilities and the desirability of permitting noc- 
turnal Mass, Father Ellard says “if the Church should 
see fit to meet the needs of our kind of life with late 
afternoon or evening or nocturnal Mass, one could 
accurately say of the concession what Archbishop 
Glennon says of the entire liturgical movement, that 
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for the most part it is a restoration, and not an innova. 
tion.”

What is described as a “craft-agrarian community’ 
is being launched on a tract of 300 acres in Warren 
County, Pennsylvania, which has been lent for th 
purpose by a Benedictine Abbey. , 

The purpose of the community, its sponsors say, 5 
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to conduct the community “in the 
spirit of St. Benedict and after 
the pattern of the Danish folk 
schools.” 

It will provide opportunity for 
those joining the community to 
“find out if they can adapt them- 
selves to a new way of life,” it 
is stated, and will provide train- 
ing in farming, the basic crafts 
and folk-arts. 

It is the hope, Raymond E. 
Scott, director, says, to “develop 
in members and ‘students’ a 
philosophy of radical Christian 
social reconstruction which will 
integrate all their activities and 
which finds its best expression in 
an agrarian community.” 

“Each accepted applicant,” he 
adds, “shall, upon taking up 
residence in the community, be 
given his choice of any unal- 
lotted parcels of land designated 
for private use, no such parcel to 
exceed two acres. 

“Each shall be given a reasonable time, not to 
exceed six months, to build a home and each shall be 
given free use of the land so long as he or his heirs 
shall occupy it. Each also shall have a proportionate 
share in the common use of such land as is not 
privately allotted.” 

A minimum of 15 grantees is stipulated and they 
must occupy the land and build homes by January 
Ist, 1943.

The Postulator General of the Redemptorist Order 
in Rome has appointed the Rev. Albert H. Waible, 
C.SS.R., vice-postulator for the cause of the Ven.

Father Waible, for over fifteen years has been 
professor of Sacred Scripture and Hebrew at Mount 
St. Alphonsus, Esopus, N. Y. 

This year marks the centenary of Bishop Neumann’s 
admission as a Novice into the Congregation of the 
Most Holy Redeemer. The mortal remains of the 
venerable and saintly Bishop are entombed in Saint 
Peter’s Church, Philadelphia. 
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In an editorial captioned, “People Who Make Wars,” 
the Catholic Weekly, The Witness of Dubuque, says: 

“The Hitler who hurled the whole German nation 
into the death-dealing war in Europe is surrounded by 
an air-tight guard. It doesn’t appear that he is willing 
to give up his life for the cause for which the German 
youth are dying by the thousands. 

“In the parlors of plutocrats in America sit fat 
ladies with a cup of tea in one hand and a Pekingese 
dog in the other. They would become violently 
hysterical if anything should happen to the Pekingese, 
but at the same time they think that the flower of our 
youth should be sacrificed in other people’s wars. 

“There are many old men who cannot shoot off a 
gun without falling over from the kick-back and who 
grow sick at the sight of a bleeding chicken. They 
are the ones who think our youth ought to go over to 
Europe and die in a futile war. And some of these 
old men are in the Congress of our country.”

The Rev. Dr. William Lindsay Young, newly-elected 
moderator or head of the Presbyterian Church in the 
United States, warned of “the steady expansion of the 
State in education” in this country as being dangerous 
to American democracy. 

Dr. Young, who also is president of Park College 
at Parkville, Mo., sounded the warning at a sermon in 
connection with the General Assembly of the Presby- 
terian Church meeting at Rochester, N. Y., recently. 

“The educational faith of the founders of the 
nation is being imperiled by the steady expansion of 
the State in education and the corresponding decline 
in influence of institutions of learning controlled by 
the churches in the United States,” he declared. 

“It bespeaks a sad day for future American de- 
mocracy and culture if the totalitarian concept making 
such rapid and terrifying headway in Continental 
Europe should fasten its deadly grip upon the educa- 
tional system of our country.” 

Apropos of this statement of Dr. Young, we find a 
similar thought voiced by Rev. Dr. George Johnson, 
head of the Department of Education at the Catholic 
University of America in an article written for the 
April issue of the Atlantic Monthly. Dr. Johnson 
writes: “The public school maintains neutrality with 


regard to religion and creed. This in itself amounts 
to government taking a theological position, becays 
it implies that religion and the creed one professe 
have no real or vital connection with everyday life 
and that religion does not matter in the same degre 
as does arithmetic, geography, or natural science. The 
philosophy of secular education is not merely nega. 
tively but positively irreligious. Consequently j 

stands in contradiction to Catholic principles 9 
education.”

In the opinion of the Catholic News those who djs. 
miss the moral arguments against birth control may 
attach some importance to the warning of Alejandr 
E. Bunge, world-renowned Argentine economist, an of. 
ficial delegate to the Pan-American Scientific Congress 
in Washington, who in an address at the University 
of Notre Dame asserted that the decline in the birt 
rate if continued will spell the doom of the Caucasian 
supremacy in world affairs. Mr. Bunge very signif. 
cantly entitled his lectures “The Splendor and Decline 
of the White Race.” There has been an implacable 
and deadening decline in the birth rate for the past 
thirty years, he says; the best fitted and most favored 
people are not even maintaining their numbers. The 
most advanced nations from a material and cultura 
standpoint are reaching a point where in many cases 
they will not reproduce themselves. We need only 
look to the teeming millions of the Orient to visualize 
the future. Unless something is done quickly to check 
this suicidal tendency, the white race, Mr. Bunge 
warns, “will fall headlong into the slope of its de- 
generation and disappearance, as it has happened so 
many times in the history of man whose track is scat- 
tered with the ruins of deceased civilizations and 
marked by the graves of people who, in promising 
times, fell victims of a premature end.” The former 
argument of the inability .of the nations to support 
great populations is annihilated by our current “depres- 
sion of abundance.” We are already feeling the effect 
of the suicidal tendency in decreased enrollments it 
primary schools, a foreshadowing of additional major 
economic problems. Only the voice of the Catholic 
Church is raised against the evil, to warn the world 
that the wages of sin is economic as well as moral.

The new Friary and Novitiate—St. Joseph's at 
Saranac Lake, N. Y.—was opened on June 27th. This 
new foundation of the Friars was made mandatory by 
the great growth of our Holy Institute, especially 
during the last few years. We were fortunate in 
securing a very desirable property at moderate cost 
and it gave our beloved Father Founder personally, 
and the Community as a whole, unalloyed pleasure to 
accept the cordial invitation from our dear friend 
Bishop Conroy of Ogdensburg to establish the Friars 
in his diocese. The good Bishop, who passed to his 
reward on March 20th, 1939, after a long life of 
blessed and fruitful work for God, was closely 
identified by predilection and personal sentiment with 
all things making for the welfare and growth of the 
Society of the Atonement. As we wrote at the time of 
Bishop Conroy’s demise, “he was the visible embodi- 
ment of a beloved Pater Familias. He it was who 
watched with loving and fatherly interest the first 
steps of our infant Society along the path that finally 
led to the gates of Peter’s Fold. To him, was given, 
greatly to our own joy and to his, the task of opening 
wide the gates in the name of the Sovereign Pontiff, 
Pius X., to welcome the Society of the Atonement to 
the safe harborage of the True Fold, the One, Holy, 
Catholic and Apostolic Church. 

“From that October day in 1909, so blessed and so 
historic in the annals of the Society of the Atonement, 
when, as rector of the Cathedral parish in Ogdensburg 
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and already wearing the 
purple of the Monsignori, he 
presided at the impressive 
ceremony of our Corporate 
Reception, he continued to be 
until the day of his deeply 
lamented death, not merely a 
staunch friend of the Society 
of the Atonement, but in 
actuality, a wise and devoted 
Spiritual Father, ever ready 
to give us the benefit of that 
prudent and saintly counsel 
which was a_ distinguishing 
characteristic of his life. Of 
his love for the Society of the 
Atonement it need only be 
said that since he became 
Bishop of Ogdensburg, he saw 
to the establishment of five 
houses of the Sisters of the 
Atonement in his diocese, and 
shortly before his death, wrote 
to the Father Founder at 
Graymoor, expressing his 
deep pleasure that the Friars, 
too, would soon be repre- 
sented in his diocese by the 
opening of a College for aspirants to the holy priest- 
hood at Saranac Lake.” 

And now, at last, the Friars of the Atonement have 
opened a new center from which will ascend prayers 
of supplication and hymns of praise to the Triune God 
for the glory of Holy Mother Church and the welfare 
of immortal souls. 

The opening of this new Foundation of the Friars 
at Saranac Lake, which will be known as St. Joseph’s, 
is the fulfillment of a long cherished plan of our 
Father Founder, though, regrettably, neither he nor 
his devoted friend and counsellor, Bishop Conroy, 
lived long enough to see it come to fruition in the 
actual opening of .its doors which took place on 
June 27th. The property is beautifully located in 
a park like setting and the buildings, with a few minor 
interior alterations which will come later, are ideally 
suited to our needs as a Religious Community—not 
least of which is providing for present urgent needs 
of accommodation and future contingencies in the 
growth of our Holy Institute as each year brings a 
flood of applications from young men who aspire to 
serve God as Friars of the Atonement. 

Twenty-four Novices are in residence at St. Joseph’s 
at Saranac Lake, under the supervision of Father 
Andrew, S.A., Novice Master. Naturally, in opening 
anew foundation many things are needed towards a 
complete equipment. Furniture, blankets, linen and 
other household goods, and most necessary of all, the 
sacred Altar vessels, such as Chalice, Monstrance, etc. 
Also Altar Vestments and Candlesticks. The Friars 
will be deeply grateful to all benefactors who will 
donate these needed articles as individual gifts, or for 
contributions, large or small, to help provide them.

Iam a failure. This fact is ap- 
parent to all who know me. It is 
because of this fact that I am so 
attracted to the famous poet whose 
influence will live forever because 
of his wonderful conception of 
Christ as “The Hound of Heaven”. 
He, too, was a failure. Constantly 
failing. The consolation he had, 
and which we all may possess who 
are conscious of our failure is, that 
Christ conquers by the symbol of 
His Failure. As He hung upon 
the cross He was indeed forsaken. 
Those who had believed in Him 
denied Him. In the eyes of 
almost all who beheld Him on 
Calvary He was indeed a stu- 
pendous Faiture. Christianity be- 
gan there, and the First Convert of 
His Passion was another Failure, 
the Thief hanging at His side. 

But the Failure of Christ was the 
Triumph of Love. Life’s contradic- 
tions are most interesting. Christ 
had said: “And I, if I be lifted up 
will draw all men unto Me.” It did 
not look as though that could be 
possible on Mount Calvary, but 
think of the vast concourse of 
Apostles, Prophets, Priests and 
Martyrs who have been drawn to 
Him through His sacrifice, and 
through failure, persecution and 
death, have gained immortality be- 
cause they loved a cross better than 
a crown. 

The secret of Francis Thompson 
is explained by the fact that Christ 
is more concerned about the 
Failures than He is about the Suc- 
cesses of Life. He is not worried 
about the ninety and nine within 
the sheep-fold. It is the one stray 
sheep upon the bleak and bare 
mountainside which is His chief 
concern. 


I WAS BORN JUST A FEW MILBS 
FROM PRESTON, IN LANCASHIRE, THE 
BIRTHPLACE OF FRANCIS THOMPSON. 


I have passed the house many 
times in which he lived. There is 
nothing so drab as the streets in 
the Lancashire mill towns. There 
isa sameness about the houses that 
is almost terrifying. Here was an 
ordinary house, exactly like its 
neighbors, occupied by a medical 


The Secret of Francis Thompson

man who saw through the drabness 
of the street and the drabness of 
the lives about him, and made up 
his mind that his son should be a 
priest. This was the wish of both 
parents and he was educated with 
this end in view. 

He was a peculiar lad. Some- 
thing of a dreamer. He lacked ap- 
plication. Lethargy seemed to take 
possession of him. It has been 
described as a tendency toward the 
“artistic temperament”. His 
parents’ hopes were disappointed. 
He was sent home from school. 
The principal wrote to his father: 
“It is not the holy will of God that 
he should go on for the priesthood. 
... If he can shake off a natural 
indolence which has always been 
an obstacle with him, he has ability 
to succeed in any career.” 

His father was quite philo- 
sophical about it. His son did not 
have a vocation. Nothing could be 
done about it. He, therefore, sug- 
gested that Francis take up medi- 
cine. The family had moved to 
Ashton-under-Lyne and Francis be- 
gan attending lectures at Owens 
College in Manchester. But he dis- 
liked the medical profession. I at- 
tended lectures at Owens. I can 
picture his life in Manchester for 
the next six years. Failing at every 
examination. Playing the game of 
“parry and thrust” with his father. 
His confession of failure the first 
time. His resolve, because he 
loved his father, to try and try and 
try again. He was more interested 
in music than medicine. The third 
failure made his father angry. He 
had made sacrifices for his son’s 
education, yet that son seemed 
further away than ever from defi- 
nitely taking up a career. 

It was during the student days 
of Francis Thompson that he began 
dabbling with opium. Never very 
robust, this habit did not make for 
physical fitness. He realized that 
they were trying to fit him into a 
niche. He was like a round peg in 
a square hole. 


So, HE RAN AWAY AND JOINED THE 
ARMY BUT WAS SOON DISCHARGED 
AS PHYSICALLY DEFECTIVE. 








After spending a few days in 
Manchester he listened to the call 
of the City of Allurement, where 
success always seems to be 
promised for those who have failed 
elsewhere, the City of London. To 
use a colloquialism familiar to all 
wanderers, he “travelled light”. He 
had a small parcel, a copy of Blake 
in one pocket and Aeschylus in the 
other, and he was soon lost in 
London’s underworld. 

To a mind like Thompson’s there 
must have been a charm in walk- 
ing the streets of the great city. So 
many men who have become 
famous in the realm of literature 
have walked the streets of London, 
hungry and forsaken. But his liter- 
ary powers were undeveloped. He 
had “no trade in his fingers”. He 
obtained work with a second-hand 
book dealer but it did not last long. 
He sank rapidly in the social scale. 
When in funds he was able to get 
a bed in a common lodging house. 
More often than not he slept in the 
archways. If he had fourpence he 
could get a bed by walking to 
Blackfriars. Generally. he had to 
snatch naps between the police- 
man’s visit on the Embankment. 

His profession at this time might 
be described as “‘the calling of the 
waif”. He got pennies for calling 
cabs, he sold matches and for a 
little while he was a bootblack. He 
acquired a peculiar economy. 
Instead of paying a penny for a cup 
of tea he bought a pennyworth of 
tea and thus made several cups by 
brewing his own from the common 
kettle of the doss-house. The 
horror of those days remained with 
him through life, but that expe- 
rience made him discerning and 
sympathetic. 

My father taught me to be kind 
to every man, never to refuse an 
interview when it was asked for, 
and to allow all who approached 
me to tell me their stories, because, 
by so doing, I might be entertain- 
ing an angel unawares. I thought 
of Thompson when I saw the great 
painting which has the odd title: 

“Jesus we meet, 

On every London lane and street.” 

In spite of the degradation into

which he fell, his discernment, like 
that of St. Francis of Assisi, en- 
abled him to see through the dirt 
and the filth and the rags, and meet 
Jesus. Better than any other poet 
he recognizes Jesus in the expres- 
sion, “Inasmuch as ye did it unto 
one of the least of these My 
brethren, ye have done it unto Me.” 
Thus, he writes of another poor 
waif such as himself: 


“Hell’s gates revolve upon her yet 


alive ; 
To her no Christ the beautiful is nigh; 
The stony world has doffed his teaching 


‘Go! saith it, ‘sin on still that you may 
thrive, 

Let one sin be as queen for all the 
hive 

Of sins to swarm around.’ 

The gates of Hell have shut her in 
alive.” 

In spite of his poverty and suffer- 
ing he had an innate sense of 
honesty. The story is told that one 
day one of the Rothschilds gave 
him a florin. He ran after the man 
because he thought he had made a 
mistake, thinking the florin was a 
penny. Years after, he heard of 
Rothschild’s death, he exclaimed: 
“Then I can never repay him!”

Through an accident, this en- 
gagement terminated and Francis 
was adrift once more. During this 
brief period, however, he was able 
to give expression to his poetic 
genius. Using scraps of packing 
paper and the pages of disused 
ledgers, he wrote many fragments 
of verse and he sent an article on 
“Paganism” to the journal of which 
Mr. Wilfrid Meynell was editor. He 
made the request that the rejection 
of the article be addressed to Char- 
ing Cross Post Office, but a letter 
sent to him there was never claimed. 
Mr. Meynell began a search for 
him, but it was many months be- 
fore he could be found. 

In the meantime, destitute and 
ill, he was taken pity upon by a girl 
of the streets. I cringe when I hear 
critics speak of Thompson as a 
drug-fiend, a drunkard and a lover 
of vice. There is no justification 
for these statements. This girl took 
him in out of pity. The poor are 
the only friends the poor really 
have. This girl had a mother- 


heart, she was constantly urging 
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Thompson to go to those who could 
help him. This outcast, this drug- 
taker, this man who had wasted his 
gifts, could furnish no merely 
animal attraction for any woman. 

It was through the kindness of 
Mr. and Mrs. Meynell, Thompson 
regained his lost spirit. He aban- 
doned the drug-taking habit. They 
secured journalistic work for him, 
book reviewing and contributing to 
various journals. He thus found 
true self-expression. 

The secret of Francis Thompson’s 
life is discovered in his habits. 
Usually there is only one reason 
why a man becomes a drug addict. 
There is something he wants to 
forget. A man whose desire to 
forget is so exceedingly intense as 
was Thompson’s is not satisfied 
with the “flowing bowl”. Neither 
will the gratification of animal pas- 
sion help him. No!

He had a vocation and he knew 
it. Whatever the lethargy that pos- 
sessed him, it was not because of 
any objection he might have to the 
priesthood. He knew that was his 
place. He knew also that the 
prayers of his mother would not 
be answered unless he followed the 
divine call. He failed to do it. He 
tried medicine, but he could not 
apply himself to study because he 
knew that he ought to retrace his 
steps—he had been running away 
from God! The urge grew upon 
him. He had to keep on running. 
He wanted forgetfulness. The only 
time he could find it was through 
the medium of a drug. He ran 
away to be a soldier. It was not 
intended that he should succeed in 
military service. He ran away to 
London and on the city streets 
Christ followed him. Followed him 
like a bloodhound. Wherever he 
went he heard the tramp, tramp, 
tramp of the feet of the Son of God 
behind him. From failure to 
failure he went, but always this 
incessant tread pursued him. Day 
and night it never left his conscious- 
ness. Relentlessly, with an ever- 
increasing stride, he felt this pur- 
suit. It is a terrible experience. 
With it came the realization that it 
would never cease until he, him- 
self, stood still, and allowed the 
shadow of the on-coming Christ to 


overshadow him. For the world has 
been overcast by the shadow of His 
cross. Perhaps, this is essentially 
necessary, because we are so sinfy] 
that, without the shadow, we could 
not look upon the effulgence of His 
glory and live. 

I like to think of Thompson, 
amid those busy city streets, listen. 
ing, listening, listening to the sound 
of the Divine footfalls, just as the 
lost sheep, upon the lonely moun. 
tain side, listens for the footfall 
of the Good Shepherd. For there 
is no place so lonesome, no place so 
silent, no fear so poignant, no sensi- 
tiveness so keen as we find upon 
the busy streets of a great city 
when we are friendless and alone, 
without a soul who understands. 

It is this experience that is 
summed up in phrases like a “mist 
of tears”, “vistaed hopes”, “Titanic 
gloom”, “chasmed fears”, “vapor- 
ous shroudage”’, and “cowled 
night”. 


“THE Hounpb oF HEAVEN” MADE A 
GREAT SENSATION. 


Many of the critics failed to 
understand the man or his message. 
They failed because they did not 
understand his experiences. Uncom- 
plimentary statements were many, 
largely because the critics did not 
understand his unusual language. 
But today, Thompson’s place among 
the eternals is secure. 

It is not by argument men are led 
to Christ. “Not by might, nor by 
power, but by My Spirit, saith the 
Lord.” Recently an Anglican 
Rector asked me to answer a ques- 
tion which was troubling one of his 
parishioners. This lady thought 
she had committed the unpardon- 
able sin. Her father, a hyper-Cal- 
vinist, had repeatedly told her this 
because she had left the denomina- 
tion of her girlhood and joined the 
church her husband attended. The 
lady could not sleep because of her 
anxiety. I told the anxious Rector 
to assure her that the proof that she 
had not done so lay in the fact that 
she was so troubled about it. For 
the constant denial of the Spirit's 
pleading results in indifference. 
Had she been a Catholic I could 
have reminded her that: 


“While the lamp holds out to burn, 
The vilest sinner may return.” 


Thompson realized this. He 
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realized that, run as we may, we 
can never get away from Christ. 
Here is his experience: 


“I fed Him, down the nights and down 


the days 

I fled Him down the arches of the 
years; 

I fled Him down the labyrinthine 
ways 

Of my own mind; and in the midst 
of tears 

I hid from Him, and under running 
laughter, 


Up vistaed hopes I sped; 
And shot, precipitated, 
Adown Titanic Glooms of 

fears 

From those strong Feet that followed, 

followed after. 
But with unhurrying chase, 
And unperturbed pace, 

Deliberate speed, majestic instancy, 
They beat—and a Voice beat 
More instant than the Feet— 

‘All things betray thee, who Betrayest 

Me.”

Here is a wonderful picture of the 
Soul of Man, constantly pursued by 
the Divine Love. That soul still 
seeks to escape. If there is a desire 
for reconciliation it is sometimes 
sought in devious ways to avoid a 
full and free confession. Our 
Blessed Lord had this in mind when 
He spoke about those who sought 
to enter the sheep-fold by another 
way. He said: “The same is a 
thief and robber.” There are many 
subterfuges to take the place of the 
door of the sheep-fold. After con- 
viction, there are many excuses 
used. Thompson speaks of seeking 
escape through “‘trellised windows,” 
but there is driven into his con- 
sciousness: ‘“Naught shelters thee, 
who will not shelter Me.” 


Sometimes I think that the great- 
est of all sins is Pride. We think 
we can dispense with religion. The 
man who thinks he is just as good 
as the other fellow and better than 
most is farthest away from Christ. 
There is only one spirit in which we 
can approach Him, that is in 
humility with the consciousness of 
our own sin. Until we freely 
tealize our own unworthiness and 
His completeness, we may not find 
wion with Him. Thompson real- 
ized this : 


“Alack thou knowest not 

How little worthy of any love thou art! 

bg wilt thou find to love ignoble 
thee, 

Save Me, save only Me?” 











And then, in a gentler mood he 
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describes the climax of this constant 
tread. The Christ overtakes him: 


“*Rise, clasp My hand, and come!’ 
Halts by me that footfall: 
Is my gloom, after all, 
Shade of His hand, outstretched caress- 
ingly? 
‘Ah, fondest, blindest, weakest, 
I am He Whom thou seekest! 
Thou dravest love from thee, 
dravest Me!”

Into that hidden life he entered. 
You realize this as you read his 
subsequent verse. That, “he be- 
came as a little child,” is evidenced 
by his little poem addressed to the 
Child Jesus, in which he speaks as 
a child. To whatever depths of 
degradation a man may have sunk 
there must be something good in 
him when he can win the confidence 
and love of little children. In his 
conversion he manifests this spirit, 
evidenced by the contrast between 
the “Hound of Heaven”, and a 
poem addressed “To My Godchild”. 
Here he speaks of the Heavenly 
home: 


“Then as you search with unaccus- 
tomed glance 

The ranks of Paradise for my counte- 
nance, 

Turn not your tread along the Uranian 
sod 

Among the bearded counsellors of God; 

For, if in Eden as on earth are we, 

I sure shall keep a younger company; 


Pass where beneath their ranged 
gonfalons 

The starry cohorts shake their shielded 
suns, 

The dreadful mass of their enridged 
spears, 


The stately choice of the great saint- 
dom, meet— 

A silvern segregation, globed complete 

In sandalled shadow of the Triune feet; 


Pass the crystaline sea, the lampads 
seven :— 
Look for me in 
Heaven.”

The genius of Thompson is be- 
yond dispute. Even so clever a 
writer as the late Arnold Bennett 
pays him this tribute: 


“My belief is that Francis Thompson 
has a richer natural genius, a finer 
poetical equipment, than any poet save 
Shakespeare. Show me the divinest 
glories of Shelley and Keats, even of 


ed 
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Tennyson ... and I think I can match 
them all out of this one book.” 


After all, life is very short. It is 
only our experiences which make 
it seem long, but eternity is im- 
measurable. Just as you cannot 
conceive a time in the past when 
two and two did not make four. 
Just as you cannot conceive any 
time in the future when that same 
two and two will not be four, so, 
while you cannot measure eternity, 
you can believe the possibility of it. 
Francis Thompson is going on 
through the shining ages of an 
eternal life. If you meet him there 
you must accept, as he came to 
accept, the Love of the ever-seek- 
ing Christ. 

He fell a victim to consumption 
and was persuaded by the Meynells, 
who had virtually lifted him out of 
the gutter, to enter a hospital. On 
the morning of November 13th, 
1907, he received the Blessed 
Sacrament and passed to life 
beyond. 

Yes! He passed beyond the 
grave, leaving behind a message 
that will influence men while time 
shall last. But, failure that I am, 
my faith leads me to cry as I con- 
template all who have failed here 
and won yonder, “Are they not all 
ministering spirits?” The Church 
furnishes us the greatest comfort 
when she teaches that this great 
host which has overcome the world 
can hear my petitions and raise 
their prayers for my guidance and 
salvation. 

Francis Thompson, a failure, an 
outcast, a waif, misunderstood, can 
go on working for those in like con- 
dition. In the last poem he wrote 
he emphasized this thought: 

“Not more the 
darken, 

And our benumbed conceiving soars !— 

The drift of pinions, would we hearken, 

Beats at our own clay-shattered doors.

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OUR MISSION ACTIVITIES 

















In the memoirs of the Mother Foundress of the 
Sisters of the Atonement appearing in the front pages 
of this issue, mention is made of the first missionary 
undertaking of our then infant society. Twenty-three 
years ago our Sisters took over the catechetical and 
parish welfare work in the small town of Hereford, 
Texas, preparing the ground, as it were, for the com- 
ing of a Friar-Priest of the Atonement to assume the 
burden of the more intimate direction of the spiritual 
needs of the souls committed to his charge. A similar 
procedure marked the establishment of other mission 
centers during the early years—as the Friars were not 
then long enough established to have a sufficient num- 
ber of priests available for general mission work. 

However, each passing year has provided its quota 
of young men consecrated to the service of God as 
Friar-Priests and our activities, that of the Sisters as 
well as the Friars, have so broadened out in many di- 
rections that today the Society of the Atonement, young 
as it is in the annals’of our Holy Church, is becoming 
well known for missionary enterprises that have been 
uniformly successful wherever undertaken. With a 
large and ever-growing complement of personnel, the 
Sisters are now working in many cities, towns and 
hamlets, under the direction of pastors or superiors of 
other religious orders. Indeed, so many are the re- 
quests made to the Mother General, she is unable to 
respond to all for the placement of Sisters in many 
lines of missionary endeavor consonant with the ideals 
and purposes for which the Community was estab- 
lished. 

Similarly, the Friars are also engaged in separate 
fields of endeavor, either in missions already estab- 





lished, or, as is most generally the case, missions still 
inthe embryonic state. This usually means an up-hill 
struggle against all kinds of obstacles, oftentimes as 
hard to overcome as some of the difficulties experi- 
tnced by missionaries among the Pagans in darkest 
Africa. This statement may, perhaps, evoke a smile 
of incredulity, but if it be remembered that some sixty 
nillions of Americans have no religious affiliation— 
ate utterly indifferent to things spiritual—it must be ad- 
mitted it is far harder to break the crust of sophistica- 











tion in which our people have enwrapped themselves 
than it is to teach the poor untutored pagans in Africa, 


who are as open-minded as little children. Take North 
Carolina for instance. Here is a State as large as Ire- 
land, but with perhaps half as many people, yet the 
efforts of missionary priests for many years have been 
very meagre in results. “Why?” you will ask. 

The answer is simple. A lack of missionaries and a 
lack of sufficient support from Catholics who possess 
the priceless gift of Faith, to maintain those already in 
the field trying to crack the rock of stony indifference 
to the things of God. 

Such, therefore, are the conditions which must be 
met and overcome by our own missionary priests of 
the Atonement. In North Carolina, at Kinston, Father 
David, S. A., is plowing the furrows, hopeful of plant- 
ing the seed of our Divine Faith and garnering a har- 
vest of souls among the Negroes, and praying too, that 
these poor of Christ may in turn be the instruments 
of a still greater harvest among their kin in the years 
to come. At Lumberton, a large town in the same 
State, Father Cyril, S. A., and Father Bernardine, S.A., 
are engaged in mission effort among the white people 
as well as the Negroes. 

Come with us, dear Reader, to another outpost, far 
from the sunny South—away up North to the Canad- 
ian plains. Here we would find Father Lawrence, S.A., 
now rounding out several years of most difficult work 
among a diverse population of Russians, Ukrainians, 
Poles, Finns, etc., surrounding his mission center at 
Smoky Lake. Here too, the mission work has its own 
peculiar difficulties and a variety of actual needs— 
urgent ones too, but alas, Father Lawrence has not yet 
been adopted by some good “angel” with enough coin 
of the realm to provide those mundane things which 
help so wonderfully in furthering the propagation of 
our holy Faith. Yet in spite of his worry and con- 
stant care, Father Lawrence is not in the least dis- 
couraged, as he knows that he who does God’s work 
will get God’s pay. 

Over on the Canadian Pacific coast at Vancouver, 
Father Benedict Quigley, S.A., holds the “Fort for 
God” among a large Japanese population and his ef- 
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forts are supplemented for these 
Orientals at Lulu Island, a few 
miles distant, by Father Robert 
O'Farrell, S. A. If for no other 
reason than the great difference 
in language, traditions and cus- 
toms, work among the Japanese 
has called for a superb degree of 
tact, patience and perseverance 
on the part of our young mission- 
ary priests. The results of their 
work has been wonderfully fruit- 
ful, and, granted a larger measure 
of financial support by our Cath- 
olic faithful, a still greater har- 
vest of souls could be gleaned 
among these good people. 

By the way, it will be of inter- 
est to our readers to learn that 
our Vancouver mission is repre- 
sented in the Society of the 
Atonement by a young Japanese, 
Frater Peter Baptist, who is 
studying for the Priesthood and, 
as noted in our Graymoor An- 
nals in this issue has just re- 
ceived the sub-Diaconate. 

The work inaugurated by our 
Sisters at Hereford, Texas, so 
many years ago continues to this 
day. Hereford now has a beautiful little church and 
school dedicated to St. Anthony which is the pride of 
the little group of parishioners—mostly employed in 
agricultural pursuits. Father Nathaniel, S.A., has been 
in charge for some years and is esteemed by all. 

There are other missionary enterprises engaging the 
time and effort of our Friar-Priests of the Atone- 
ment, but space does not permit a more detailed 
reference to them at this time. It is our hope, 
however, that what we have written here will arouse 
in the minds of our readers and their friends, a lively 
interest in the cause of the missions in general, and the 
charity of prayer and alms for the poor and needy of 
our own missions in particular. We will welcome the 
cooperation of all friends of the Mission Cause and 
contributions, large or small, should be addressed:

A SAD SITUATION IN 
CHINA 


“Some days ago,” writes a 
veteran Franciscan Missionary 
in China, Father Albert Klaus, 
O.F.M., “I had to make a jour. 
ney from Tsinan (Shantung) to 
Peking, and I was terribly de. 
pressed by the awful condition 
of the farmers and the increasing 
emigration of many thousands 
daily who are leaving their 
homes. Though the bad inunda- 
tion of wide areas began in the 
past August, until now immense 
plains of fertile land are still 
under water, other extensive 
parts are so muddy that nobody 
is able to walk over them. All 
roads have disappeared and no- 
where could crops be sowed. 
Thus more than four millions of 
our poor fellowmen are without 
any food and without any hope 
of a summer harvest. 

“On account of the incessant 
requisitions of the numberless 
irregular soldiers, all small 
stocks of grain are consumed, 
and our people are now eating bark off the trees, dry 
grass, and earth! Wherever during the last autumn, 
wheat has been sowed, people are uprooting the small 
wheat stalks, thus spoiling the spring crop. From 
neighboring districts grain cannot be imported be- 
cause the irregulars do not permit anything to leave 
their areas. Therefore the misery of the poor is as- 
suming most dreadful dimensions and the population 
is dying in large numbers!

The Book Extraordinary 


By CLARENCE F. BURKHARDT 


One of the several aims of the 
Catholic Biblical Association of 
America which recently met at 
Hartford, Connecticut, is to en- 
courage the laity to cooperate with 
the clergy in spreading a greater 
knowledge and appreciation of the 
Bible. One of the steps looking to- 
ward this end is an early revision 
of the English New Testament by 


substituting modern words and 
phrases for those which have 
gradually become obsolete. The 


same treatment will later be ac- 
corded the Old Testament. 

In view of what is happening in 
every part of the world today, 
there never was a time when 
stronger faith was needed to meet 
the onslaughts of all the powers of 
evil. “He who has not the author- 
ity of Holy Scripture,” says Saint 
Gregory, “is easily over- 
come.” 


“The productions most foreign to 
our manners,” Chateaubriand tells 
us, “the sacred books of the infidel 
nations, the Zend Avesta of the 
Parsees, the Vidam of the Brah- 
mins, the Koran of the Turks, the 
Eddas of the Scandinavians, the 
maxims of Confucius, the Sanskrit 
poems excite in us no surprise. We 
find in these books the ordinary 
chain of human ideas; they have 
all some resemblance to each other 
in tone and idea. The Bible alone 
is like none of them; it is a monu- 
ment detached from all the others.” 

He notices that whether or not 
men accept the Bible as the Word 
of God, it is a fact that unlike any 
other piece of literature, it exercises 
over them an uncommon Power. He 
finds that atheists, although pro- 
fessing a great contempt for the 


Book, constantly refer to it as 
much as those others who admire it, 
both classes seemingly attracted to 
it as though by some hidden 
magnet. “There is not a situation 
in life,” he continues, “for which 
we may not find in the Bible a tex 
apparently dictated with an express 
reference to it. It would be a dif. 
ficult task to persuade us that all 
possible contingencies, both pros. 
perous and adverse, had been fore. 
seen, with all their consequences in 
a book penned by the hands of 
men. Now, it is certain that we find 
in the Scriptures, the origin of the 
world, and the prediction of its end, 
The ground work of all human 
sciences. Political precepts from 
the patriarchal government to 
despotism; from the pastoral ages 
to the ages of corruption. The 
moral precepts, applicable 
in prosperity and adversity, 





It is the opinion of those 
who are to be regarded as 
authorities that the Bible 
is, and always has been, 
the best antidote for the 


poisonous atmosphere of 
yesterday, today and to- 
morrow. It was not writ- 


ten for any time or place, 
but for all ages, all places 
and all peoples. From 
every angle, it can be 
called a book of universal 
importance. 


There are some persons 
who say that they do not 
care to read the Bible be- 
cause they do not under- 
stand it. But no one in the 
world understands all of it, 
and perhaps never will. But 
there still remains enough 
in it that cannot but be 
clear to the least educated 
persons, and no one is 
justified in refusing to read 
it simply because he does 
not understand everything 
in it. 

Origen called the Bible 
“the pharmacy where are 
to be found remedies for 
every evil,” and St. Jerome 
observed that its reading 
washes all vices away.

and to the most elevated as 
well as to the most humble 
ranks of life.” 


The great Dominican 
crusader, Savonarola found 
that when his sermons be- 
came more philosophical 
than scriptural, that his 
auditors, both learned and 
unlearned, became _impa- 
tient and restless, but as 
soon as he would return to 
Holy Scripture, he would 
notice a remarkably in- 
creased interest, and in his 
own words, “all eyes were 
fixed upon me as if I were 
beheld, by marble statues.” 
In a letter to the clergy and 
laity, the American Bishops 
of the Third Plenary Coun- 
cil of Baltimore issued the 
following recommenda- 
tions: “It can hardly be 
necessary for us to remind 
you, beloved brethren, that 
the most highly valued 
treasure of every family 
library, and the most fre- 
quently and lovingly made 
use of, should be the Holy 
Scriptures. We hope that 
no family can be found 
amongst us without a cor 
rect version of the Holy 
Scriptures.” 
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Catholics do not use the Bible in 
the same manner as Protestants, 
who follow the principle of indi- 
vidual interpretation; still the opin- 
jons of the latter on the value and 
importance of the Book are not for 
this reason any less interesting. “It 
has God for its author,” says 
Locke, “salvation for its end, and 
truth without any mixture of error 
for its matter.” “There are no 
songs,” observed Milton, “compar- 
able to the songs of Zion, no ora- 
tions equal to those of the prophets, 
and no politics like those which the 
Scriptures teach.” “Whence,” asks 
Dryden, “but from heaven could 
men unskilled in arts, in several 
ages born, in several parts, weave 
such agreeing truths ?” 

For the true Catholic, the Bible 
isa literary treasure. It is not, as 
is the case with Protestants, the 
only source of his creed, but a 
means of strengthening faith, hope, 
and charity. It brings solace to the 
afflicted and refreshment to the 
weary. Being the Word of God, it 
can be interpreted by no one and no 
institution other than the Catholic 
Church. This was very clearly 
expressed by St. Peter in his 
Second Epistle when he says that 
“no prophecy of Scripture is made 
by private interpretation.” 

The singular character of the 
Bible should at once convince any 
reasonable person of the absurdity 
of the principle of individual inter- 
pretation. The multiplication of 
sects with their mutual contradic- 
tions that resulted from the applica- 
tion of this erroneous method 
demonstrates this fact. St. Augus- 
tine observed that “heresy springs 
from no other source but from good 
Scripture ill-understood and boldly 
maintained.” 

How then is the individual 
Catholic to read the Bible? 

The answer may be summed up 
in two general rules: First, noth- 
ing can be taken to mean anything 
contradictory to Catholic teaching. 
This applies to such matters not 
yet officially interpreted. The 
second rule is that any passage that 
has been interpreted by the Church 
must be accepted accordingly, and 
in the words of the author of The 
Imitation of Christ, “if thou wilt 
teceive profit read with humility, 
simplicity, and faith; and seek not 
at any time the fame of being 
learned.””
